Christmas sermons are inspiring, Christmas poems are 
sweet, Christmas stories make glad the heart man; but 
nowhere can find more satisfying account the 
birth Our Lord, and nowhere can find more 
salutary commentary thereon, than the pages the 
inspired evangelists. Let our pupils get 
knowledge that wonderful chapter the Gospel accord- 
ing St. Luke. 


The Christmas season rightly regarded season 
joy and festivity. But likewise season for learn 
ing aright the supreme lesson sacrifice. Does not the 
practice giving gifts imply this? gift value 
unless involves sacrifice, gladly made, the part 
the giver. The supreme gift God the world began 
with the cold and privations Bethlehem and ended with 
the blood and desolation Calvary. Now never shall 
our children learn the glory and the blessedness self- 
denial for the love God. 


With the beginning Advent the teacher should pro- 
ceed prepare the pupils for proper appreciation the 
great festival Christmas. The class reflections should 
bear some way the subject; the instructions 
Christian Doctrine should given with special emphasis 
the great mysteries our holy religion; the very class- 
room should gradually come convey the atmosphere 
Christmastide. there weekly story hour, should 
devoted stories with Christmas flavor. When the 
approaches Christmas are thus made the feast will 
mean very much both teacher and pupils. 


Great Catholic Teacher. The late Monsignor Robert 
Hugh Benson was not member religious teaching 
order nor was specifically identified with the work 
Catholic schools; yet deserves, ever man did deserve, 
the title Catholic teacher. 

Monsignor Benson taught his life. Unflinchingly 
loved the truth, and the truth made him free. The 
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process that brought the son the 
Protestant Archbishop Canterbury 
into the Catholic Church fraught 
with lessons for all us. Ten years 
ago Monsignor Benson was priest 
just ordained—a light-haired, blue- 
eyed man the early thirties, admir- 
ably adapted, one might think, adorn charity bazaars 
with his gentle presence and look after the destinies 
some Holy Angels’ Sodality. Today, when look 
back over those ten “years years,” crowded with 
accomplishments rare and big, marvel the vastness 
the man’s gifts and the thoroughgoing fashion which 
utilized every one them. was writer, 
course; but was also preacher, lecturer, controver- 
sialist, missioner Catholics and non-Catholics, giver 
retreats, maker converts and letter writer 
exceptional power and charm. And was true priest 
and Christian ascetic. 

Monsignor Benson taught his books. They are his 
heritage and ours. They are all them worthy 
the man who wrote them and the cause which 
had devoted his life. one sense each his productions 
almost sui different from “Lord 
the World” and “The Religion the Plain Man” from 
Child’s Rule behind them all was the 
big, all-compelling purpose the Catholic apostle- 
ship. 

Monsignor Benson did what did ten years. And 
sometimes complain lack time!

And 
study which, like winding road among the mountains, 
abounds with surprises and inspirations every turn. 

The class sure find satisfaction realizing, for 
instance, that the familiar greeting, Good night, 
contraction prayer conceived truly Christian 
spirit: May God give you good night. mediate form 
found the words the sentry “Hamlet:” “Give 
you good night.” Likewise will they find interest the 
facts that rivals once meant partners, that smug formerly 
meant adorned, that the use pate for head and wench 
for girl was once common among reputable speakers and 
writers, 

Worth while, too, the practice pointing out the 
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variations meaning now attaching the same word 
two languages. Thus, English and German, the fol- 
lowing pairs words, each pair originally identical, have 
undergone modifications: Thatch and dach; deer and 
tier; clock and glocke; idle and eitel; stove and stube; 
craft and kraft; dapper and tapfer; and—most wonderful 
all!—silly and selig. 

The growth the language borrowings another 
interesting phase the subject. Thus, the noun people 
get indirectly from the Latin through the Old French 
peuple; but the adjective popular take directly from 
the Latin noun populus. From Italian have taken 
such words mountebank, vista, pantaloon, carnival, bal- 
cony, macaroni, lava and most the terms employed 
the language music and art; from the Celtic have 
clan, slogan, glen, bard, flannel, and, course, banshee, 
shamrock and shillelagh; from the Arabic, tariff, sofa, 
mattress, zero, alcove, gazelle, magazine, coffee, horde, 
apricot, cotton and alcohol; from the Persian: scarlet, 
azure, chess, orange, lemon, bazaar; and with con- 
tributions from the Dutch, the Spanish, the Hindoo, the 
American Indian, the Portuguese. 

Persons who are wont speak with more emphasis 
than precision are the habit declaring that English 
made many tongues. This is, course, 
measure true; but there proportion the admixture. 
Philologists tell that, putting roughly, that proportion 
about follows: Anglo-Saxon, per cent; Latin— 
including borrowings made directly and through the 
French—45 per cent; Greek, five per cent; all other 
sources, five per cent. 

error unfortunately very prevalent lies behind the 
loose and inaccurate statement that English founded 
Latin. not. The structure the language Teu- 
tonic, fact due the Teutonic origin the Saxons, 
Angles, Jutes and other invading tribes who drove out 
the earlier Britons and forced their language England. 
have borrowed copiously from the Latin, true, 
and the language rest, that is, the language 
recorded the dictionary, the Latin proportion large; 
but the language actually spoken and written, the 
domination easily secured the Saxon element. 


Don’t Force Growth. The teacher, especially the 
teacher who has not learned much might the 
school experience, sorely tempted times urge 
his pupils along pace faster than that decreed for 
them. Examinations are approaching, the periodical 
visit the diocesan inspector imminent, there are 
many pages the textbook covered before the end 
the year; therefore, the mechanical teacher argues, 
must metaphorically crack the whip, must force burst 
speed, must work the backward ones. And too 
often does indeed attempt some such process; and too 
rarely realizes that doing irreparable harm. 

Let him rather take thought and consider. Examina- 
tions and inspectors and textbooks are only means 
end; that end must account subordinated the 
means. The prime consideration school work the 
harmonious development the child’s faculties, and that 
development can never successfully brought about 
opposition the laws child nature. The anxious 
teacher might learn wholesome lesson from the saga- 
cious grave-digger “Cudgel thy brains 
more about it; for your dull ass will mend his pace 
with beating.” 

book Dr. Tracy and Dr. Stimpfl, “The Psy- 
chology Childhood” (Heath and Company, Boston), 
find these suggestive lines. They deserve the atten- 
tion teachers who believe forcing methods: 

“The longer and more arduous the journey, the more 
time required for preparation; the more complicated 
the art acquired, the more extended the period 
apprenticeship. the child, having an_ infinitely 
more exalted, complicated and difficult operations per- 
period tutelage than the chicken, which the first 
day his life scratches and pecks, and the end his 
existence makes advance upon these simple opera- 
tions.” 

Principals and inspectors might take the same lesson 
heart and apply it, not the children merely, but the 
teaching staff The annals every teaching con- 
gregation are replete with instances teachers who 
began their career what was considered most un- 
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promising way; they were poor disciplinarians; they 
imparted knowledge stumblingly; they seemed exert 
salutary influence their pupils. Yet, today, many 
such teachers are the high places doing exceptionally 
fine work. Their development was slow, but was 
worth while. Even the born teacher often considered 
bad subject the start, for frequently slow 
orientating himself professionally. And the other 
hand, all know teachers who started out good 
disciplinarians and seemingly efficient teachers: yet today 
somehow not put them classes where the highest 
type teaching required, for know them hor- 
rible examples retarded development.

(5) avoidance fatigue, because variety work; (6) 
efficiency drill; (7) stimulus independent work and 
honesty.” 

safe say that goodly proportion the men 
and women who teach languages our schools fail dis- 
mally take into account the importance and the range 
the principles just tabulated. Take, for instance, the 
first: Learning read reading. Though many 
teacher will frank enough admit that the main pur- 
pose his teaching give the pupils reading 
edge the language studied, how many teachers can 
truthfully say that they take measures best adapted 
that end? And don’t they dwell too much 
And they follow their textbook too slavishly? 
And don’t they make the lesson wearisome period? And 
don’t they fritter away much precious time? 

Many our language teachers are ruts. They 
ought revamp their methods the light psychology 
and pedagogy. 


are savages because they have 
past. There quite suggestion savagery Emer- 
son’s notion that America should break completely 
with our forebears and have literature, philosophy, 
religion all our own. Had the sage Concord lived 
that preachment—which fortunately for him and for 
did not—he would have found his logical place with 
the wild man from Borneo.

Through His own redeeming love; 
For that Child, dear and gentle, 
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have been asked discuss, the present paper, the 
place technical grammar our curriculum—when 
should introduced, what extent should taught, 
what can make for uniformity and avoid con- 
fusion the terms used. 

The time seems ripe for such discussion. have 
arrived that stage progress the teaching gram- 
mar when the prospect definite and efficient plan, 
while imperative, bright and encouraging. grammar, 
other subjects, views have undergone change, and 
corresponding methods followed their wake. They 
have swung from one extreme the other; they have 
passed through those inevitable phases over-emphasis 
the one hand and undue neglect the other, which 
invariably precede, practical matters, sound and 
sane judgment. old method, whose results were un- 
satisfactory, has been discarded and replaced another 
radically different, where results, however, have been 
less unsatisfactory. The old method failed its object, 
but the not borne fruit -in keeping with its 
promise. actual achievement then—in the installation 
and sucessful working out efficient plan—we stand 
to-day only where stood when dissatisfaction the 
old drill and grind grammar first paved the way 
radical change method; but the hope and promise 
happy solution the problem, stand higher 
vantage-ground. have help now the added light 
experience and the clearer notion what meant 
English grammar; and what looked for the 
teaching which has come the surface the clash 
conflicting opinion. 

shall see more clearly the necessity such dis- 
cussion trace the change method and the change 
views regard the teaching technical grammar 
the schools. shall see that to-day there un- 
settled mind the question. There are those who would 
away with altogether; those who would bring 
back, and restore something its former promi- 
nence and importance; and those who would introduce 
sparingly. 

History Teaching Grammar. 

Historically may distinguish three periods the 
teaching grammar: the period technical grammar; 
the period reaction; and the period counteraction. 

Until few decades ago, technical grammar was made 
much the schools. From the early primary through 
the grammar and more advanced grades find filling 
more than its just period. The children learned the 
parts speech, gave definitions, analyzed sentences with 
thought beyond the technical knowledge gained. 
Thought gave way rule and rote; the means became the 
end; the things greater moment gave way things 
less importance; essentials were lost sight the mem- 
orizing definitions, rules declensions and conjugations, 
and much formal word parsing—work considerable por- 
tion which merely mechanical, and little value 
determining the pupil’s use language developing 
his reasoning faculties. 

Some years later, educators asked themselves the ob- 
ject sought for such teaching technical grammar 
was really attained. The object seemed teach 
the children use their mother tongue more correctly, 
and that object was manifestly not attained. Children 
who had been drilled through grade after grade and 
could formulate the rules correct speech and analyze 
most intricate sentences were found the end their 
course make egregious mistakes actual speech and 
writing. These reactionaries once set work 
remedy this defect doing away with technical gram- 


mar distinct separate subject. The object 
which had been taught, they claimed, could more 


easily, more efficiently secured combining technical 
grammar with the study language. Language study 
was the golden key correct speaking and writing. 
was heralded panacea all the ills the world

grammatical, and that there were ills the language 
spoken to-day only too clearly proves. What was 
meant happy blending technical grammar and 
language turned out merely change from one 
fanaticism another, the fanaticism grammar the 
fanaticism language study. 

come now the third period, which have called 
the period counteraction and which characterized 
unsettledness. Men to-day who have studied the ques- 
tion closely are unsatisfied the results and divided 
their opinions. All seem agree that the first period 
technical grammar was over-emphasized. Not few 
claim that the second period greatly under-em- 
phasized. The pendulum, they say, has swung the 
other extreme. the object has not been attained 
the first period, neither has been attained the second. 
addition, they point the confusion that exists because 
the multiplicity texts and their variety terms. 
There not month but new texbook the field 
with number lucid but heretofore unused terms. 
Tower Babel the midst confusion tongues. 

Grammar Art and Science. 

From this brief survey, clear that some effort ought 
made arrive definite conclusion, and, pos- 
sible, formulate consistent plan. this, let 
distinguish between grammar art and grammar 
science. art, grammar teaches the correct use 
language; science, gives the underlying reasons. 
know that all branches knowledge one may 
found without the other; while all will admit where both 
are united, the knowledge the more perfect. man 
may know the science locomotive, take homely 
example, and yet unable run it; while engineer, 
without any true scientific knowledge the locomotive, 
that without knowing, for example, why, pulls 
lever opens throttle, certain results invariably follow, 
may run with far greater Manifestly the man 
who knows the how and the why will the more effi- 
cient. The same holds true grammar. One should 
able not only speak correctly, but know the reasons. 

Again, must distinguish technical formal gram- 
mar such from the fundamental notions grammar 
when given untechnical way. would put forward 
the plan teaching grammar art and what have 
called untechnical grammar the very beginning the 
elementary school curriculum, and begin the teaching 
technical grammar such the fifth grade. Moreover, 
would suggest that uniformity grammatical terms 
adopted, because the present state things deplor- 
able. “In the very desire for quoting the re- 
port the Joint Committee Grammatical Nomen- 
clature, appointed the National Educational Associa- 
tion, “we have reached multiplicity terms, even for 
grammatical relations about the nature which there 
real difference opinion, as, for example, those seen 
the italicized words “John good;” “This John;” 
admire John;” “We made John President.” For the 
first these, there are nine different names twenty- 
five the English grammars use the United States 
to-day; for the second, ten; for the third, seven; for the 
fourth, eighteen. Thus “good” “John good” vari- 
ously called, according the grammar used, attribute, 
complement, predicate adjective, subjective comple- 


‘ment, complement intransitive verb, predicate attri- 


adjective attribute, and When all 
these can covered the simpler terms, attribute and 
object. The report continues: “The result such 
state affairs almost hopeless confusion the stu- 
dent takes new texbook passing from year 
year, when new book adopted, when 
changes his school. Even the strongest students are be- 
wildered. And the teacher’s burden likewise heavily 
increased, since she often has deal with students who 
not understand one answers gram- 
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matical question, even every answer right. The 
situation now have wasteful from the point 
view accomplishment, pitiable from the point view 
the needless inflictions which put upon the unfortu- 
nate pupil, and absurd from the point view lin- 
guistic science. long exists, will make the 
ideaily successful teaching English grammar our 
schools impossible.” 
The Object Grammar Teaching. 

What the object grammar teaching? not 
those say, who first found fault with the teaching 
technical grammar, merely teach the correct use 
speech; but according those whose authority the 
greatest weight the matter, the reflective study 
language for variety purposes which correctness 
writing only one, and secondary subordinate 
one, means unimportant, but best attained when 
sought indirectly. 

Accepting this true, seems follow that 
technical grammar should have its place the school 
curriculum, and that place should not too early, but 
when the child’s reasoning faculties are somewhat de- 
veloped, which about the fifth grade. Every language 
has technical grammar distinct subject. Then why 
should the English language exception the gen- 
eral because our language can have scienti- 
less inflectional? because better results have 
been obtained without it? Why must combination 
study? can more dispense with technical gram- 
mar separate subject building language than 
can without the structural framework our sky- 
scrapers, which, though hidden, necessary. 

maintain that technical so-called should 
follow, not precede grammatical reasoning. But you 
will say, others have said: “To spend four years 
upon language study, and then other years upon technical 
grammar, ignoring their connection and mutual helpful- 
ness, does not produce the best culture, nor prove 
economical use time.” here and now that must 
defend position and explain concretely what mean 
when distinguish between informal and formal gram- 
mar, language art and language science. 

taken for granted that educators are agreed that 
education along any all lines should progressive; 
that the child should led easy, natural and gradual 
steps from easy difficult, each lesson preparing him 
understand the more difficult ones which follow; that 
sudden transitions should avoided and discharged. All 
statements, principles, definitions and rules the part 
the pupil should merely the expression what al- 
ready clearly understands; word, that work 
planned not merely teach this that branch 
the school curriculum, but rather train the intelligence 
the child. 

believe that the primary grades, informal grammar 
can treated clearly, definitely and with reasonable ful- 
ness minimum time using the daily reading les- 
sons the basis the work. Throughout the first four 
years school life the pupil acquiring familiarity with 
correct forms speech, punctuation, capitalization, para- 
graphing. The question and answer method the read- 
ing lesson may become easy advance from the simple 
the complex. Thus the primary grades can laid 
foundation which can built slowly, carefully and 
thoroughly the principles and rules regulating the classi- 
fication, government and relation words technical 
manner. 

Material and Method the Lesson. 

assumed from the beginning that the teacher 
knows thoroughly what she teach, and that she has 
the information necessary enable her present her 
knowledge her pupils; that she knows, moreover, the 
relation each branch she teach the other 
branches; also the relation the different divisions 
each subject the other; and above all, that she knows 
the law mental development, the content the pupils’ 
minds and the mental powers which she can most suc- 
cessfully appeal presenting the different subjects. With- 
out such knowledge she will waste much valuable time 
and fail awaken the pupil’s interest. Indeed this dis- 
like which many pupils have for technical grammar 
largely, not wholly, due the technical manner 
which the subject presented.

the genuine thought getting and thought-giving from 
sentences, which alone reading, the teacher can, 
entrance into study sufficient dry itself and often 
rendered forbidding the unnecessary formality with 

most helpful exercise this direction that 
which the teacher questions the class upon the lesson 
studied, lead the child recognize and become 
impressed with the idea the word. The teacher’s ques- 
tions, clear, definite, searching, should lead clear, def- 
inite thought the part the child, serve excellent 
test, awaken the interest the lesson, and become the 
stepping stones later grammatical terms. 

“About what person, place thing are reading?”

that grammatical knowledge art can exhaustively 
treated the primary grades, and thereby the science 
the subject more appreciated, not thoroughly en- 
joyed, the grades where the textbook grammar 
used for the first time. 

The Natural and Spontaneous Method. 

must not thought from the foregoing that this 
teaching what have called untechnical grammar 
done with eye the technical grammar that 
follow. the natural and spontaneous method used 
every competent teacher. Even were there tech- 
nical grammar taken later the course, 
would still made use of. And yet the same time 
without technical grammar would imperfect, unsat- 
isfactory. Technical grammar its necessary comple- 
ment. co-ordinates, rivets, unifies what would 
otherwise prove but fugitive and evanescent elements 
knowledge. 

Moreover, technical grammar are not including 
logic, though are laying its foundation; nor rhetoric, 
though have that view. These extensions, am- 
plifications, enlargements the subject can well 
left the higher grades; but mean the essentials 
definitions and rules, which must committed 
memory. These made uniform will obviate what today 
has become most serious difficulty obstacle the 
teaching this important subject. refer abuse 
terminology. 

multiplicity grammatical terms makes for ob- 
scurity and inefficiency, no-standard. foundation 
shifting sands. there way bringing this variety 
opinion into harmony? Now simplicity approved 
basis for all arts and sciences. How much more 
the subject which are treating? such 
basis alone that must build are succeed 
reconciling divergent views and bringing complete 
development sound and system. 

The greatest difference opinion seems centered 
around Definitions, Articles and Participles distinct 
parts speech, the classification Verbs, Adjectives and 
Conjunctions, the number Moods, and the names 
Tenses. 

enter into the details remedy for this confusion 
and elaborate practical scheme cannot attempted 
the time allotted me.

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THE OBJECTIVE METHOD 
TEACHING RELIGION THE SCHOOL.

little more than ten years ago the Dolphin Press 
Philadelphia published Handbook for Teachers Chris- 
tian Doctrine, which were explained and some degree 
illustrated, the basic principles the objective method 
teaching religion. The use this handbook has ex- 
tended from our own even foreign countries; and 
compliance with repeated requests for further informa- 
tion the that this exposition now presented. 
Within the limits impossible into 
detail; all know takes pages printed explanations 
make clear what the eye can take glance; yet 
the eye more than any other sensory medium, this 
method appeals. 

Christian Doctrine, other sciences, “the 
objective method” understood the use various 
tangible media which are made clearer, things one 
trying teach; or, the case abstract truth, some- 
thing symbolic, analogous that truth that the 
pupil can thus get conception otherwise unattainable. 
Our authority for this method the Teacher teachers 
who broke the bread life the crowds that thronged 
around Him the hills and plains Palestine, sat 
His feet within sound the murmuring waters Gene- 
sareth. Every spiritual lesson was, Our Lord, brought 
home His auditors through the concrete, familiar things 
which that moment their eyes were resting. 


“The shifting sand, the lily flower, 
The lowly grasses, waving wheat, 

The cast-out salt, the scattered seed, 
The cockle growing near their feet;— 
The common things daily life 

glorified where’er trod, 
Empowering them (by speech divine) 
lead men things God.” 


The child-mind can led make abstractions only 
through the concrete; most children pay comparatively 
little attention what said; they take closer cogni- 
zance what done. Hence, their intelligence can 
reached only the plane their experience; “point 
contact” not found within their own little world, 
new idea will but something tacked that may 
dropped almost immediately. The normal child 
not attracted school ;he has usually impelled 
some extrinsic force, and enters there under protest, 
were, stranger into new land. “first impres- 
sions are the most lasting” all-important that meet 
there, once, something familiar, something more at- 
tractive than book chart. the sandboard with its 
freight material—more interesting him than the 
wealth the Indies—is presented that which once 
appeals his mtor activity, his creative instinct. few 
moments’ handling this familiar acquaintance leaves 
him open the suggestion that ndo something 
delightful with it, can write it. Write? his first 
day can write the name the one 
loves best, who loves him best. Who can be?” 
Quick comes the reply; from some, “My but, 
thank God, from many those little Catholic souls 
which still rests the baptismal dew the Precious Blood, 
the answer is, “God!” 

“Yes, God loves you most, and you love Him most. 
Let tell Him so:—O God, love you! Now, you 
are going write that dear name.” And the teacher 
traces the moist sand, first then then 
telling the little ones, “We always begin this dear name 
with big The wee fingers are led trace over 
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and over again each letter, some children looking while 
others trace, but all getting turn. What matter that 
the untrained muscles wobble every direction! What 
matter that this can called “writing” only cour- 
tesy! The fact remains expatiated on, lauded, 
forever remembered, that the first word they ever 
wrote was the holy Name God! course, the 
teacher’s manner will always the chief factor obtain- 
ing results; her joyous enthusiasm, her reverent awe, 
that glorify the simple act and raise into the region 
the sublime. 

“the group system” followed, one party may trace 
over the blackboard the faintly outlined word, God, 
yellow remind that our dear God 
all glorious, all beautiful.” Others, too, may trans- 
parent paper placed over the word written cards, 
over the name, that quite large class may rotate from 
one mode action another. may objected that 
this early introduction writing not according the 
conventional idea pedagogic training. more; 
the inculcation act faith, which, recall 
later life, will glory and delight. The Sign the 
Cross—a perpendicular then transverse line—made first 
the sand, then each little one himself, may next 
taught the sign with which our dear God marks 
His very own children. 

After couple days the catechism proper may 
taken up, but before asking: “Who made the world?” 
the teacher must lead from the known the unknown. 
The child’s Genesis all out-of-doors; must tell 
what sees there; “sky, trees, flowers, birds, fishes, ani- 
mals.” this voyage discovery even the dullest can 
take part.

Now, 
what need order see those things?” “Light.”

The sandboard comes again into requisition, and with 
toys, reproduced miniature, first, the teacher, then 
the children, the works the six successive days 
epochs, attaching each, meanwhile, with appropriate 
gestures, the recitation:

child) responds verse, clings it, repeats it, albeit 
times with original variations amusingly foreign the 
sense intended. Then, powerful helps this work, 
must classed verses, poems, hymns, which invest with 
additional charm the lesson therein If, with 
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his sandboard Genesis, the child associate the lines: 


“When His power and love divine 
God made the earth and sky, 

The flowers, the birds, and everything 
see pass by,— 

thought me, wrought me, 
And wrote His name each, 

That might love and think Him, 
Through creatures Him reach;” 


will readily turn “from Nature Nature’s God;” 
and, his ear being attuned it, will answer the sursum 
corda the whole creation. related that child 
seeing beautiful sunset knelt down and said: beauti- 
ful God, love you!” 

the objective method the child not only learns but 
gets the desire communicate its knowledge. From the 
time when the wee ones form the sand copy the 
cave Bethlehem and speak sing the dialogue: “What 
lovely Infant can this be?” enacting over and over again 
the scenes the Divine Childhood, the parents love 
have them home. And when teacher hears that 
the Calvary made sand drawn the blackboard for 
schoolroom use, Holy Week reproduced home 
for the parents’ benefit, she realizes that her “hundred- 
comes even this life. 

Generally our schools these reproductions scenes 
from the Old and the New Testament are carried through 
from the first the eighth grade the concentric 
method; that the miniature Holy Land the class- 
room, events and persons that from mere book acquaint- 
ance seem almost mythical become palpitant with life and 
meaning. Thus fulfilled the wish the author Soul 
Blindness, that Catholics would study the life Our 
Lord able “to reproduce will the Gospel 
story its rich and suggestive setting, that words and 
things would recall sacredest memories;” and “white- 
walled town and blue lake-water, grassy plain and stony 
wilderness and road-side well, palm and fig-tree, thorn- 
and field corn would bring holy thoughts the 
mind. 

The children the first three grades have nothing 
with chronology; but all the others are helped wonder- 
fully mnemonic words, tablets sequential 
form, and adaptation the Catholic Bible 
Byington’s Line Jewish National History; from which 
the symbolic use colored chalk imprinted the 
retina picture the imagination able reproduce 
will. There not chapter the catechism which, 
through pictures and various other media, additional light 
may not thrown; which cannot, visual demon-

From what you have learned and carefully looking 
your outline maps, determine just where the agricul- 
ture districts may found. course, the pupil will 
understand that much depends temperature, moisture 
and character the soil. outline map have 
pupils indicate the agriculture districts with the impor- 
tant crops raised. 

Have pupils learn the political divisions and know 
where they are located: Siberia, Empire China, 
India, Arabia, Persia, Afghanistan and Japan. Drill 
this daily until known. will hard for 
some the pupils pronounce these words. Care 
should taken soon the word introduced. Get 
the pronunciation fixed. 

The problem commerce will hard for the pupils 
work out much depends other continents. 
Much the continent owned European countries. 
But the wheat fields must have market. Where it? 
The rice and tea fields must have markets. Where are 
they? finding these markets, pupils will become 
familiar with the large cities and excellent ports. They 
will become acquainted with the commercial highways 
the seas. They will discover where railroads are 
needed. Have them locate and learn well about 
dozen the leading commercial cities, with the leading 
articles commerce. 

Compare the continent with North America and 
Europe commerce. Make comparisons har- 
bors and coast lines. Compare the mineral resources 
with Europe. Where are they undeveloped? Why are 
they undeveloped? Why the civilization Asia lower 
than Europe North America?

Before leaving each these subjects, have pupils 
write review each.

Reading—Helps Study 


W.H Elson, Author Elson Readers 


Reading justly considered the backbone the cur- 
riculum, for progress reading means progress all 
studies. While this true, generally accepted that 
preparation the reading lesson less effective than 
its preparation other studies. Why this so? 

accounting for the failure make effective the 
preparation the reading lesson, two reasons stand 
out prominently contributing strongly this result. 
First, the assignment the reading lesson is, generally 
speaking, wanting arithmetic, 
geography and other studies pupils are given specific 
work preparing the lesson, but the reading les- 
son too often dismissed with the words, “Take the 
next two pages.” With nothing specifically assigned for 
pupils prepare, not surprising that they 
little towards thoro preparation the lesson; the 
next two pages” does not mean much to.them. 

the contrary, the wise teacher comes class, 
ready make assignment the next day’s lesson. She 
takes adequate time into details with pupils 
reference the things they are preparing the 
lesson. She recognizes that better use her time 
can made; indeed, she knows that definite assign- 


ment time-saver because conserves and makes ef- 
fective the use the pupils’ time preparation. She 
knows that mistakes assignment are usually due 
haste, unpreparedness, and indefiniteness the teach- 
er’s part; hence she ready with list words 
looked for spelling, pronunciation and meaning; with 
specific allusions given for reference study; with 
definite figures speech translated into literal 
meanings; with specific word-pictures translated 
into imagery; with specific passages interpreted; 
with particular thought-units read aloud home; 
and thru the entire gamut phases treated 
the reading lesson. course, the teacher will dis- 
tinguish all the while between the things which pupils 


definiteness. 


can their individual efforts, and the things for 
which they need classroom guidance. 


Definite assignment, however, presupposes available 
data, sources information which pupils may 
sent. Here lies the second reason for failure make 
effective the preparation the reading lesson. In- 
deed, this may be, and doubt often is, the primary 
cause, since the first reason offered may rest upon the 
absence the dictionary and the cyclopedia. For these 
reference books are often wanting are such kind 
valueless pupils. illustrate, pupils often 
have dictionary all; they have only small one, 
which words are defined means synonyms. 
not uncommon for the new word, given definition, 
less meaningful the pupil than the original word 
which asked define. This kind dictionary 
little value pupils. What the solution 
the problem thus presented? 


Manifestly, the book use, whether reader classic, 
must provide the necessary glossary for pur- 
poses spelling, pronunciation and meaning, explana- 
tory and suggestive data, biographical historical 
notes. Such helps have long been considered necessary 
book for high school use. How much more neces- 
sary are they the grammar grades, where the equip- 
ment less complete, the pupils younger, and the 
teacher many cases having less training English! 
The glossary should include all words whose pronun- 
ciation meaning pupils are likely not know. The 
definitions should simple and should deal with the 
particular uses the words which are found the text. 
The use such helps preparation for the use 
larger reference works, and specific practice should 
given the teacher the ready use glossaries and 
dictionaries. 


Such aids the texts are the hands all pupils 
and are available all times. They make possible 
for the teacher send pupils simply stated sources 
information, where they can help themselves, and 
this way make the preparation the reading lesson 
meaningful and effective.

Little wonder that later years the 
two gifted sisters needed only close their eyes 
have the birds flit before them with sweet songs, daisies, 
dandelions and clover their wholesome beauty make 
their appearance, and the cows and horses mute re- 
spect look them. The girls learned knit, churn, 
cook and sew was necessary home where econ- 
omy kept poverty away. The district school house 
which the Carys attended was mile and quarter 
distant from their home, and here the happy children de- 
voured the bits knowledge put before them. Speaking 
her older sister and herself Alice said, “We pined 
for beauty; but there was beauty about our homely 
house, but that which nature gave us. hungered and 
thirsted for knowledge; but there were not dozen 
books our family shelf, not library within our 
reach. There was little time study, and had there 
been more, there was chance learn but the dis- 
trict school house down the road. never went any 
other, not very much that.” 


When Alice was twelve years old the farm was paid 
for and new, plain but comfortable house built for 
the large family who had outgrown the old house. “It 
cost many years toil and privation, the new house. 
thought the beginning better times. Instead, 
all the sickness and death the family dates from the 
time was finished,” Alice told friend reminiscently. 
Within the next few months Rhoda, older sister 
died, followed month Lucy, the three-year-old 
sister whom Alice was fondly attached. Two years 
later the mother passed away and sorrow followed sor- 
row the life the young poetess. Mr. Cary married 
second time and the new mother, practical every 
thought and action, had little sympathy for the beauty 
loving daughters. Alice, now seventeen, was kept busily 
work darning stockings, baking bread and making her- 
self generally useful. night after the hard day’s work 
hidden dream spirits stole from their chambers and 
beckoned the young girl study and prepare 
for the work which she was do. Candles were denied 
her, but saucer lard and bit rag for wick 
served instead. She worked on, wrote on, sometimes 
published little poems, but for ten long years never re- 
ceived dollar for her work. She saw 
newspapers. “The Trumpet,” connected with the Uni- 
versalist church, was eagerly read the family and its 
poet’s corner was inspiration Alice who felt 
her power improve the verses she read. 


After time Robert Cary built new house the 
farm where moved with his second wife, leaving Alice 
and Phoebe with their brothers and one younger 
sister live the old home. New books, newspapers 
and magazines were slowly added the library and 
several clergymen and other persons culture came 
visit the brothers and sisters separated from the liter- 
ary world which was theirs right talent. Alice 
continued publish her poems not all distressed 
the fact that she received money return. From 
Dr. Bailey “The National Era” she received ten 
lars, gratuity for her work. This was the first money 
she had earned with her pen. greatly was she en- 
couraged that success had come last that ballads, lyrics 
long imprisoned aching heart, flew from her pen 
magazines and newspapers. The name Alice Cary 
attracted the attention men letters, among whom

were Edgar Allan Poe, and John Greenleaf Whittier. 
Many letters appreciation came from the east her 
simple western home. Greeley, the editor 
the “Tribune,” visited the sisters their home and said 
them: found them first visit Cincinnati, 
early the summer 1849; and the afternoon spent 
their tidy cottage ‘Walnut Hills,’ seven miles out 
the city, the company congenial spirits, since de- 
parted, among the greenest oases recollection 
scenes and events long past.” 

the same year, 1849, little volume appeared en- 
titled, “Poems Alice and Phoebe Cary,” for which 
the authors received one hundred dollars. After the pub- 
lication this book the sisters set out for New York 
meet the kind people whose letters had helped them. 
They visited New York, Boston and Amesbury. The 
good Quaker poet, Whittier, felt the sincerity that lay 
behind the writen lines the young women and life 
long friendship grew out their first meeting. After 
three months the sisters returned their home, but 
the next year Alice, with heart bruised anew because 
the man she loved had been persuaded his rich and 
proud family not marry girl uneducated and poor, 
again set out for New York, this time seek her for- 
tune and make home for those who were dear 
her. She dreamed that her lover might some day come 
back her did last. His wife whom had 
married after had left “Walnut Hills” had died and 
again sought the love his youth. was too late; 
found Alice her death-bed. 


New York Alice set work with will. The mot- 
to, which had been hers thru youth intensified 
its meaning she grew older. the spring the 
following year she sent for her sisters. flat was 
established two flights stairs, and Alice papered 
room with her own hands. Economy was their watch- 
word; never did they eat anything they could not pay 
for, even crust bread had suffice. the follow- 
ing year the “Clovernook Papers” appeared. They told 
the world their author knew and the fragrance her 
native fields breathed thru her words. The brightness 
and simple grace the papers charmed the people and 
the book sold this country and Great Britain. 
second series was soon issued, followed “Clovernook 
Children.” “Lyra and Other Poems,” “The Maid 
Tlascala,” “Lyrics and Hymns,” “The Lover’s Diary,” 
“Snow Berries, Book for Young Folks,” and “Pictures 
Country Life” are among Alice Cary’s best known 
works. “Lyrics and Hymns” standard edition her 
poems. twenty years she produced eleven volumes. 

When success came rapid strides Alice Cary bought 
house Twentieth street. Here the pining for beauti- 
ful surroundings was satisfied, but never for instant 
was work laid aside. sister writes: “Her pleasure 
was her labor. rest, recreation, amusement other 
women sought these, she knew almost nothing. She was 
not always working with her pen, but always working, 
whether she was making cap trimming bonnet 
for some poor woman made difference, was al- 
ways work, selfish play.” The refreshment the 
home was hospitality. Sunday evening for fif- 
teen years the most brilliant Americans gathered the 
Cary parlors talk the kind sisters. Artists poorly 
clad sat side side with the literary men promi- 
ence and anyone who seemed especially forsaken 
Alice paid special attention and sought help him out 
his trouble. 

Overwork brought sickness, but the sturdy character 
ripened into mellow beauty. Tenderness and compas- 
sion for all living creatures, passion for righteousness, 
chance for the down trodden, flamed her every 
spoken word and written sentence. When February, 
1870, she died, biographical sketches appeared almost 
every newspaper and journal the country. Sentences 
such the following attest the rich influence Alice 
Cary’s life shed into many hearts who felt the strength 
her life thru her written words: “The bare mention 
the death Alice Cary will sufficient cause 
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feeling sorrow many household every part 
the country.” “Dear Alice Cary, sweet singer the 
heart, gone. New York was shrouded snow when 
her gentle face was shut away from human sight for- 
ever.” Horace Greeley, speaking her funeral, said 
that such funeral never before gathered New York 
honor any woman, man either; that never 
saw before any one assembly the kind, many 
distinguished men and women, many known and 
many unknown.

HOLIDAY WORK DOMESTIC ART 


With the approach the holiday season, girl’s 
interest centers largely around the making gifts. This 
interest may encouraged and the gift making become 
part the course sewing. Choice presents can 
directed that they may appropriate, dainty and 
practical. The problems involved making the gifts 
should follow the sequence work adopted for the 
school. There are numerous, inexpensive but practical 
gifts which involve only the simplest processes sew- 
ing. few are Dress waist bag, padded 
dress hanger, napkin case, spoon knife case, 
duster and dusting bag for broom. The problems 
making require the stitch, combination stitch, 
overhanding and hemming. Some fancy stitches may 
used desired, but are not all essential. 

The dress bag may full length for covering dress, 
half length for covering waist, varying 
lengths used for children’s garments. would prob- 
ably well encourage slow pupil make the 
shorter bag. The materials used for this may plain 
white muslin lawn, dantily figured lawns, crepes 
silkolenes, depending upon personal preference and 
purse. Suggestions should given pupils help 
choosing colors and designs. The hard colored and 
bizarre patterns should avoided, even such articles. 
will require three and one-half yards material for 
dress case for adult, one and one-half yards for 
waist bag. The thread should correspond color 
with the material chosen. 

Directions for Making the Bag 


Bring the two cut ends the material together, hav- 
ing the right sides the material face each other. 
Seam along both sides, using the combination stitch 
one-eighth inch from the edge. This stitch 
made taking back stitch and two forward running 
stitches. Across the bottom turn hem one inch deep 
and hem; baste and fasten the hem with fancy 
stitch such feather stitch, chain stitch herring 
bone, done heavy thread. the center the top 
cut circular opening two and one-half inches di- 
ameter, thru which the loop the coat hanger may 
slip. This opening may finished binding with 
harmonizing color ribbon, rolling and whipping 
silk. For binding use soft ribbon about three-fourths 
inch wide. Lay the right side ribbon and 
material together and sew around the opening with 
one-fourth inch seam cloth and narrow seam 
possible ribbon. Use the combination stitch. 
ends ribbon make one-fourth inch turning the 
wrong side and overhand ends together. Turn the free 
edge ribbon meet the seam the wrong side and 
hem down. desired, the upper corners the bag 
may turned down about three inches and caught 
with bows ribbon. 

The padded dress hanger may made ribbon 
material like the dress bag. The foundation may 
either wooden wire hanger. The hanger should 
well padded with cotton. strip material 
ribbon three times the length the hanger and one 
one and one-half inches wider than the hanger will 
required. Fold the ends the ribbon the center, 
wrong sides together, and overhand together along one 
side and half the other. casing should then 
made running seam three-eighths inch from 
the edge. This should done along the overhanded 
side and half, was the overhanding. Slip the hanger 
into place the cover and finish overhanding and cas- 
ing. the center overhand the ends the ribbon 


together the loop the hanger. Punch eyelet 
each end the casing, run narrow ribbon, draw 
fit the hanger, distributing the fulness evenly, and 
tie the ends ribbon each end the hanger into 
bow. 

Dainty sachets may made with the bag and 
hanger overhanding together two two-inch squares 
ribbon, silk, satin material like covering hanger. 
When three sides are overhanded, plump out with cotton 
and put sachet powder and complete the overhanding. 
the center one side overhand small safety pin 
along the center its back. 

The napkin holder made from cretonne material 
equal weight. should heavy enough thoroly 
protect napkins from dust. will require two strips 
six inches wide and twenty-two inches long cretonne, 
and four yards bias lawn, three-fourths inch fold, 
four yards ribbon for binding. Make dull point 
each end the cretonne and put the binding 
around entire strip, suggested the dress bag. 
bias lawn used, open one fold make the seam. 
the corners lay very small plait about one-sixteenth 
inch, fit the binding around the corner. Cross 
the two strips right angles each other, fasten 
snugly corners the square formed the center. 
Overhand adjacent sides together for space three 
inches, thus forming box. Put snaps and sockets 
opposite points strips. 

The spoon, knife, fork case should made 
canton flannel outing flannel.
